Mr. Lane was operated on here 
May 6 for gall stones and was said 
to be recovering when heart disease 
from which he had suffered from 
tim e% to tim e during the last eight 
months developed.

struck him fatally. 
Im m ediately after he had recov­ 
ered from the influences of the an­ 
aesthetic Mr. Lane said: “I ani sur­ 
prised to be alive.

to recover his health and came here 
in January of this year.

post 
in 
expensive 
W ashington early in 1920 “in jus­ 
tice to his fam ily” to become vice 
president and legal adviser of the 
Mexican petroleum companies con­ 
trolled by Edward L. Dohery. 
Born near Charlottetown, 
Prince 
Edward Island, July 15, 1864, the 
son of a Canadian doctor who re 
moved to California during the boy's 
childhood, young Lane was educated 
at the University of California from 
which he was graduated in 1886. By 
reason of his 
scholastic 
achieve­ 
ments the honorary degree of LL. 
D. 
was conferred upon him some 
years later by his alma mater and 
by New York and Brown Universi­ 
ties and 
the University of North 
Carolina. 
Upon leaving college he engaged 
in newspaper work, becoming part 
owner and editor of the Tacoma. 
W ash., Daily News. In 1889 he was 
admitted to the bar of California 
and from 1897 until 1902 served 
as corporation counsel of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In the latter year he was 
the democratic candidate for gov­ 
ernor of 
California 
but 
was 
not 
elected. He received the party vote 
of the state legislature in 1903 for 
United States senator. Appointed a 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by President Roosevelt

EXPOSE THE DRUG VAMPIRE 
A campaign of education to check the appalling spread of 
narcotic drug addiction in the United States, now second of 
the world’s dope-bound nations, is a crying need if thousands 
of America's youth are to be saved from terrible enslave­ 
ment. 
This secret vice today is authoritatively said to claim be­ 
tween one and two million victims in this country. 
It must be hauled out into the open. Only thus can it be 
scotched. 
Every parent, every teacher and every adolescent youngster, 
at least, should be acquainted with the facts and effects of 
narcotic habituation. 
It is largely because of their ignorance that the dope boot­ 
legger is enabled so lucratively to exploit the curiosity and 
bravado of youth ready to embrace the merciless vampire. 
And it is this adolescent questing which, federal drug of­ 
ficials say, is rapidly bringing the average age of addiction 
down into the twenties. 
“ Kids toying with heli-fire for the sake of a new ‘kick,’ ” is 
the way Director Nutt of the narcotic field force of Washing­ 
ton phrases it. 
And no one— at least no organized, trained agency— to 
tell and warn these kids what price they’ll have to pay! 
Not one in a thousand who have become confirmed drug 
users understood in the beginning that it takes only from 
IO to 30 days to fix enslavement, and that, thereafter it re­ 
quires almost superhuman will and courage to break free. 
Few indeed, ever are permanently salvaged. 
The first educational step needed to stamp out this creeping 
horror is to squash the vicious falsehood, perpetuated since 
De Quincy’s time by a certain school of writers and.by imagin­ 
ative perverts, that the juice of the poppy inspires pleasant 
dreams; that it opens mysterious doors of life closed to the 
normal un-drugged mind. 
I hat lie— and it is certainly a lie, once addiction to opiates 
is fixed, according to medical authority— has wrecked mil­ 
lions of lives. 
It is not sufficient for the government to attack the traf­ 
fic thru court and police machinery. The pernicious drug dis­ 
ciple of the underworld must be countered by dissemination of 
the disease facts. Knowledge of these facts will prove the 
surest preventive.— Oklahoma News.

One of the two specimens in the 
world of bird’s teeth wits found 
in the chalk beds of Western Kan­ 
sas and ha* been preserved at the 
University of Kansas museum, ac­ 
cording to Prof. H. T. Martin, cur­ 
ator at the museum, who found 
the specimen. The other specimen 
is at the Yale University museum. 
The Kansas fossil is of the Cretace­ 
ous period, about 25 million \ears 
ago. Ten teeth are included with 
the fossil. 
This is the second oldest known 
type of bird life, 
according 
to 
Professor Martin. It is 
the 
most 
complete specimen that has been 
preserved. The bird was of the Hes- 
perornis family. It was five feet 
long, had a short vertebra** tail and 
possessed no wings. It was a ma­ 
rine bird and resembled the mod­ 
ern penquin. 
“The earliest specimen of bird 
that has been discovered had teeth,” 
says Professor Martin. “This earli­ 
est type lived in the Jurassic per­ 
iod. some 30 
million years ago. 
and specimens have been found in 
the lithographic limestone beds of 
Germany. This type of bird was 
about the size of a crow and had 
sharp, pointed teeth and a verte­ 
brae tail longer than the body, like 
the Dinosaur.” 
The specimen preserved at the 
University of Kansas is more val­ 
uable than any other, according to 
Professor Martin, because it gives 
a clear idea of the sent i-plumace­ 
r s feathery covering 
which 
the 
bird possessed. 
No other 
known 
specimen gives this evidence.
